A fact which lends cou^ance to II 
part of the history of the stone is that it is peculiar in its character 
and structure, there being none other like it in the British Isl 
Now, if this history be true, our present Queen may claim descend 
from King David. She is descended from King James I 0 f 
England through his grand-daughter Elizabeth, who married a 
German prince. The Stuarts trace their genealogy from Kin- 
Fergus, who was the first King of Scotland, and he in his turn was 
descended from the prince who married the beautiful princess from 
foreign parts. If she was the daughter of Zedekiah, then she was 
a descendant of David, and in that case Queen Victoria can claim a 
descent from David.
